COLONIALS 
SOMMER ISLANDS (BERMUDA) 


This is the first coinage struck for the English colonies in America 
(1616) and was known as “Hoggies’. The name was taken from the 
“Hogges” on the obverse of the coins (galleon fully-riged with the flag 
of St. George on each of four masts appears on the reverse). ‘These 
coins are struck in a brassy composition and were probably originally 
lightly silvered. The Bermuda Isiands were originally named Sommer 
in honor of Sir George Sommers who was shipwrecked there. James I 
sranted a charter to some English colonists living on the islands. This 
charter included the privilege of issuing coins. 

The present name of Bermuda Islands was named after Juan Ber- 
mudez who stopped there in 1515. A few hogs which he was taking to 
the West Indies were left behind. When Somers arrived Many years 
later, the islands were full of the hogs which served as an important 
source of food for the expedition.

MASSACHUSETTS (NEW ENGLAND) 


Agitation by the colonists in New England for a standard coinage 
reached its peak in 1651, when England who had a civil war between 
the Royalists and the Puritans, neglected the colonists. 

The colonists’ General Court in 1652 ordered the first metallic cur- 
rency in the English colonies of North America. John Hull was appointed 
mint-master of the mint established just outside of Boston. The Willow 
Oak, and Pine Tree Series were all dated 1652 except the Oak Tree

and approximately the weight of a $50 gold piece. The center has 
"United States of America Fifty" around an eagle holding a ribbon 
with "In God We Trust" above. Around the outer edge is “facsimile of 
famous California $50 gold slug issued by the pioneers 15 Oo: The 
edge is plain without any reeding, and the reverse is plain. From 
what information I could gather it could have been issued by J. J. 
Hart Company or possibly Moisse & Company. There are tiny holes 
drilled on obverse at each corner where diamonds, rubies, or other 
precious stones were supposed to have been set in. It is my further 
understanding that this piece was supposed to have been mounted in 

a badge, but since it resembles the United States coins too closely, 
the United States put a stop to their being issued, I understand 
that they also stopped the issuing of other pieces similar to United 
states coins. Do yougmore of the history of this piece as to who 
definitely issued it and what the exact official or unofficial con- 
nection was between the piece and the fair?

Il would consider it a personal favor if you could sh me any information 

that you may have pertaining to the Hawatlian coinag My reference Library 

is limited in this series, and it is of vital ope ae: to me to run down 

some history of this field. As some of the books indicate, the Hawaiian coins 


of 1883 and 1884 were struck in platinum, gold, and various other metals. Is 
there any way that you can get records as to whether the mint in San Francisco 
which struck the 1883 coinage had the 1884 dies, and if so, were they used for 
any special strikings? By this I mean, is 1t possible st wough searching your 
re euerde) that the mint had 1884 dies at the World's Fair n Chicago in 1893 
and struck some in precious metals? My records show beac ‘the Hawaiian Islands 
were represented in the 1893 Columbian Fair, however it does not go into detail 
as to whether special pieces were struck there or not. If you will recall in 
your research, the 1915 Panama Pacific Exposition in San Francisco struck some 
half dollars in gold, and the thought occurred to me that perhaps these pre-— 
cious metals were also struck back in 1893. 


Any research that you may do will certainly be appreciated, and I shall‘be 
very happy to reimburse you for any expense involved.

As to the use of the 1883 and 188h Hawaiian dies 
subsequent to their dating, I know of no published 
data. Alfred Ostheimer announced in Boston that 
he was going to "expose" the restriking (COIN 
WORLD Dec. 7, 1962) and would furnish data to any- 
one. Until he fully recovers from the 1805 and 
180 Dollar matter I believe I might not be the 
best one to ask him what he knows. Gould, Ford, 
and Bressett could probably help as they have 
known about the restriking for a long time. 


The A.N.S. Library lists, under "Hawaii", an 
article by Meiric K.Dutton entitled "The Case of 
the Elusive Dies and Hubs". They give no citation 
but you can write them for the source. 


Jacob Adler says the 1883 dies were defaced by 1888, 
Perhaps you could write him at the University of 
Hawaii. (See Numismatist Feb. & Mar. 1960). The 
188) dies apparently got loose and were not deliv- 
ered to the Hawaiian government. 


To clarify an impression in your letter, I believe 
you should be aware that Pan Pacific Half Dollars in. 
gold were not struck by the government or anyone 
else at or for the Pan Pacific Exposition. The gold, 
silver and copper patterns were struck (probably in 
Philadelphia) before the S mint mark was put on the 
die, not afterward. Whether at the Philadelphia 
Mint or San Francisco Mint, I do not know.

A Confusicn of the Crigins of Coinage 


Don Kagin's recent attempt to present a survey of the origins 
of coinage in Ihe Numismatist (Vol. 88, no. 7, July 1975, 
pp. 1459-1479) is in itself a potentially worthy effort. 
Unfortunately, it is one that does not take into sufficient 
account, or it ignores altogether, the fruits of recent 
scholarly research.” Moreover, the article as well as the 
reader would have benefited greatly from more attention paid 
to editing and proofreading in both the text and footnotes. 
Time and space permit comment on only the most conspicuous 
shortcomings. 

As the result of research within the past two or three decades, 


the history of Greek coins has undergone, and continues to 


ct 


undergo, scrutiny and dramatic change, above all with rezard to 


of!

the high chronology once held for the initial issue

coinages. ‘Thus, few numismatists today would still accept 


(as apparently Kagin does, pp. 1467-8 and 1472ff) the traditional 
association of the earliest coins of Aegina with rheradonyi of 
vorinth with Cypselus, and of Athens with Solon. 

kagin correctly cites (p. 1464) Sir sdward Robinson's 
reconsideration of the deposit from the artemisium at tphesus, 
and the resultant necessity to lower the absolute chronology 
for the beginnings of coinage as a whole. what he has failed tc 
emphasize is that, of the precoins and coins from the deposit 
only the electrum are stamped with a device. Moreover, while it 
is entirely possible that electrum coins extend back into the 


7th cent. B.C., the first true coins of silver menifest a 








later development in terms of manufacture, well into the 6th cent. B.C. 
(For example, the earliest appearance at athens of the Wappenmunzen 
is set by Kraay no earlier than 575, that of the athenian ‘owls’ not 
before c. 525. The coins of Corinth, segina, south Italy, etc., 
tell a similar story. And the new hoard evidence that is constantly 
accruing strongly supjorts the present Ree oS to downdate.) 

In connection with the early coinages of southern Italy discussed 
by the author on p. 1472, he states that the first of these cities 
to have coined money was Tareutrius. If by 'Tareutrius' he means 
Tarentum, this mint is believed to have opened well after Sybaris, 
Metapontum ("Metapontnew'), Croton, Caulonia ('Calulonia') and 
Poseidonia ("Posidonia').* In addition, while speaking on the 
same page in a south Italian context of the distribution of coins, 
the author states that "The first coins issued, however, were for 
large-sale (sic!) overseas transactions and not for local use, and 
‘consequently were of large denomination". This is true of the 
unusually large denominations from the Thraco-Macedonian region 
which were primarily intended as export bullion and often made 
their way to sgypt and the +evant (Kraay, JHS 1964, pp. 87,88). 
However, the author's footnote here refers to p. 77 of the article 
just cited in which Kraay explicitly states the opposite with regard 
to southern Italy; i.e., that early coins of south Italy rarely found 
their way into hoards far afield of their place of issue. satuer, 
they circulated for the most part vert the region of south Italy. 

Attention must next be called to “agin's references to commemorative 
Greek coins. On De 14.99 the author illustrates a zee Tee 


decadrachm by the die engraver, suainetos, c. 400, designating it as

'The first commemorative coin'. Such large denominations are, 
indeed, considered to have been commemorative, at least at the 
beginning of the series. The exact events that dictated these 
issues are still debated, and so therefore the dates of issue; . 
but there are at least two other Greek series that by anyone's 
absolute chronology precede in time the Suainetos pieces; and 

4f one was commemorative, all can be assumed to have been so at 
one time. The two earlier strikings are 1) the famous Demareteia 


decadrachms (either unknown to Kagin, or misinterpreted by him 


on pe 1471 as ‘a tetradrachm, a medallion-like coin', commemorating 


the victory of Syracuse over the Carthaginians at Himera ('Hinera') 


in 480 B.C.?, and 2) the Athenian decadrachms whose exact date, 
like that of the Demareteia, is somewhat Senet owertakaly” 

Two or three additional observations require mention. First, 
one might take issue with the statement on pe 1469, that the 
Persian darics and sigloi "...were issued in millions in order to 
promote the downfall of Athens, corrupt the morals of Sparta, 
and to ruin the Sicilian wars? Kraay (JHS 1964, ppe 83-4) echoes 
the opinion of most numismatists, I think, when he suggests that, 


as attested by the hoard finds, the silver sigloi at least were 


issued locally,"for use among the Greek subjécts of sersia in 


Western Asia Minor". 

In Kagin's discussion of the manufacture of creek coins in 
antiquity, he states (pe 1475) with regard to the minting process: 
"Hynch dies were used to produce the obverse and were frequently 
replaced. Anvil dies were used for the reverse". The opposite 


obtained: anvil dies produced the obverses and punch dies the 





reverses. Of the two kinds, the anvil dies tended to last 
longer because of their added protection.’ 

Finally, a word about the footnotes themselves, which are 
sometimes meaningless. As two exampies, Kagin's footnote 
no. 65 refers to Seltman, pe 614. This is followed by | 
footnote 66 which cites Seltman, p. 620. The book contains 
only 266 pages of actual text. 

Many of the pitfalls encountered here could have been 
avoided, had the author consulted an authority with specific 


training in the field of Greek numismatics, and had someone 


proofread the text and checked the footnote references.

Another project that might be mentioned would be the vublication 
of a new numismatie dictionary. Such a dictionary is desperately 
needed in Inglish. Frey's Dictionary of Numismatie Names is now 
hopelessly out of date. Von Schrotter's Handworterbuch der | 
Minzkunde (1930), although later and an inherently more thorough 
work, is also behind the present level of knowledge.

Please forgive me for not contacting you sooner, but I wanted to get a few ideas and information 
put together so you could see where I was at in my Ph.D. program. 


Enclosed is a statement of what I believe to be the standards for a Ph.D. candidate in Numismatics. 
By the time of my Terminar I believe I will have met these requirements. 


Concerning my P.D. or reference book of Private Gold Issues, etc., after 242 years I have compiled 
perhaps 90-95% of the necessary research for the book. I have a couple of sources sending me some 
additional material that I will incorporate at some point. The Bibliography enclosed is not complete 
but will give you a good idea of where I’ve been. and what I’ve seen. Any suggestions will be ap- 
preciated. 


I would like general or technical comments on my outline. It isn’t a formal composition, but I will 
pretty much follow it unless someone takes strong objection to an entry. 


I organized the outline after some thought and now feel it is the best approach to the subject. 


I have found much new information, answered a number of questions, asked a few new ones, and have 
made more than a few speculations. : 


I have written a tentative introduction (enclosed) in order for you to get a look at the broad per- 
spective of what I am writing about. The copy is more of a dramatic declaration than a scholarly 
article and will probably be modified somewhat in the final writing, but again, it was written with 
the intent of getting a novice interested in my subject. 


I have also written some of the stories of the various mints (see part IJ) and am continuing to do 
sO now. 


My committee is composed of P.J. Manion, Colorado (core), B.J. Thompson, California, and Hal Vogel 
(peers), Pennsylvania, Henry Clifford, California, and Walter Breen, California (adjunct professors). At 
the urging of P.J., | am attempting to recruit a Ph.D. knowledgable in Numismatics. I have some- 
one in mind and hope I can soon report favorably on his acceptance. 


Consultants for my program are John Ford, Don Taxay, Art Kagin, Jack Klanson, Eric Newman, and 
Abe Kosoff. 
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Now is the time to send me comments on the material I have sent you and anything else. There 
is, for example, the question of an internship. Since I have steadily worked on my book, traveling 
all over this country, etc., there is no absolute need for another type of program. However, some 
committee members have expressed the thought of “expanding my perspective.” They suggest putting 
down my book and either study metallurgy (at the Franklin Mint), or travel to art institutes e.g. 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and study protraiture in coins. 


One member suggested working on a pilot project in teaching teachers how to teach numismatics. I 
have done some work on this, but have not implemented a program yet, as I have been intent on 
finishing my book. 


Please send me your comments soon as I am at a crucial juncture in my Ph.D. program and would 
like some direction.

MEETING opened at 8:44 A.M,

TREASURER'S report stated the Foundation has a Net Cash Worth of $8,760.04, 
including interest earned of $4332.88. 


PROJECTS was then discussed by Art Kagin and those attending (14 persons).

(The 1997 first edition of this 
portion has identical text and images). 


This will give you the bulk of the thinking since the PNG arbitration case over 35 
years ago. 

You stated that you had long ago sold an Arizona hoard 1853 $20 USAOG proof 
to a customer of yours who now wished to return it and requested the purchase price 
back with interest. You indicated you wished to satisfy the customer and retain your 
good name and reputation. If you did get back the piece we asked to examine it. 

We now have a new idea which could be both beneficial to you and maintain your 
standards. After you get back the $20 USAOG Proof and if it is indeed a forgery you 
might donate it to our numismatic education foundation which is a not-for-profit 
corporation organized im 1958 and has a 501(c)(3) status under IRS rules as an “operating 
foundation”. Our foundation operated a money museum for 20 years at a St. Louis bank 
until the bank was about to be sold out and we were ousted. We have made a new 
arrangement with Washington University in St. Louis for a 3,200 sq. ft. Money Museum 
in a large new Art Museum on its campus now under construction which will be open to 
the public without admission fees. We will have a major display and educational program 
there and operate our section of the museum. It will have a counterfeit and forgery exhibit 
among its many display cases. A fake $20 1853 USAOG proof would be a major 
attraction in that exhibit.

The advantage for you if you donate it to our foundation is that you can have it 
appraised as a forgery (if that is the situation) and get an income tax deduction for its 
value as a forgery of major importance in American numismatics. We do not and never 
have bought or sold numismatic forgeries but will accept them as gifts. You might get a 
surprisingly high appraisal of such a prominent forgery. None are on exhibit anywhere so 
far as we know and some are probably hidden and will so remain. The Getty Museum in 
California has a fake Greek statue on exhibit (marked as a forgery) for which they paid 
about $9,000,000 thinking it was genuine. 

You will also have the satisfaction of doing a nice thing with it and not be 
bothered about thinking what to do about it in the future. 

If there is any further information you need please ask. Something good can 
always come out of a mess. 

My wife and I continue to live an exciting: life and wish you the same.

To Whom It May Concern: 


I have examined the enclosed (1652) New England Shilling (Noe-7, die paix IIJ-B), and 
in my opinion the piece is genuine, with extensive tooling of the fields. This tooling appears to 
be the result of an old repaixing of the coin, rather indifferently done. 


In an accompanying letter Walter Breen suggested that this tooling, or "scraping" as he 
called it, was done to “obliterate evidence that this coin was used as a ‘witch piece,’ traces of 
teeth marks and bending still being faintly visible." 1 see no reason to doubt bis diagnosis.
